LAND GOES BACK EURTHER THAN OUR RELATIONS WITH ANY OTHER 
ASIAN COUNTRY. OVER MANY DECADES WE HAVE WORKED TOGETHER 
TO ADVANCE HUMAN VALUES WHICH ARE IMPORTANT TO BOTH OP 
US. WE VALUE YOUR COOPERATION AND WE TREASURE YOUR 
ERIENDSHIP. OLD PRIENDS ARE INDEED BEST FRIENDS. AS 
ONE OLE PRIEND TO ANOTHER, AND A NATION WHICH HAS 
BEEN OPERATING UNDER A DEMOCRATIC SYSTEM FOR NEARLY 
TWO CENTURIES, THE GOVERNMENT AND PEOPLE OP THE 
UNITED STATES WISH THEIR THAI PRIENDS EVERY SUCCESS IN 
THE DEVELOPMENT OP A DEMOCRATIC SYSTEM WHICH IS COM- 
PATIBLE WITH THE CULTURE AND TRADITIONS OP THIS GREAT 
NATION. ON THAT NOTE MAY I ASK YOU ALL TO JOIN ME IN 
A TOAST TO HIS MAJESTY THE KING OP THAILAND. TO THE
